more and more girls, em an­ 
cipated from pre-war restric­ 
tions, are finding hostess jobs 
in 
nightclubs 
and cabarets 
throughout Japan. 
Some do it for the quick 
money — though the tem pta­ 
tion for high living keeps only 
a few from saving enough to 
open up that dreamed of bar 
or coffee shop. 
Some become hostesses for 
fun and adventure though dis­ 
illusionment usually sets in 
quickly. 
But most take on the pro­ 
fession from the simple need 
to make a living. That tearful 
line about having to support 
an invalid mother, or pay for 
a brother's education, isn’t 
always bunk. 
“No experience necessary, 
proclaim the newspaper ads 
for hostesses. But any sea­ 
soned girl will tell you it’s a 
tough job that calls for an in­ 
finite supply of charm, pati­ 
ence—and quick thinking. 


SO SIX months later you’ll 
go back to the same night­ 
club, and out of the milling 
humanity a happy voice will 
sing out: 
“Hello! Long time no see!” 


MAYBE YOU don't rem em ­ 
ber, but she does. Her job de­ 
pends on it. It’s the same girl 
responsible for that outraged 
comment you've now forgot­ 
ten about. 
Anyway, 
what’s 
another 
thousand yen or two? 


WASHINGTON—Never be­ 
fore have chiefs of state been 
in a situation like that in Ger­ 
many today. This was the first 
encounter on vital issues be­ 
tween great nuclear powers, 
and there are no historical 
precedents, there is no ac­ 
cumulated 
experience 
and 
wisdom, to guide them. 
Khrushchev and Kennedy 
possess what are for all prac­ 
tical purposes equal and ab­ 
solute weapons. Khrushchev 
and Kennedy, Macmillan, de 
Gaulle, 
and 
Adenauer 
are 
working under conditions as 
different from World War II 
as flying a jet is different 
from running a steam loco­ 
motive. 
None of them has been 
taught how to conduct di­ 
plomacy in a nuclear age. All 
of them have to guess and to 
improvise, to experiment and 
to hope. 


THERE HAS been a revolu­ 
tion in the military situation 
since the previous encounter 
over Berlin with Stalm in 
1948. Then the United States 
was the o rh T nuclear Dower 
in the world. But beginning 
with the late ’fifties, the So­ 
viet Union with its n u c l^ r 
weapons and its rockets has 
become 
an 
equal 
nuclear 
power. 
During the critical Fifties. 
Churchill 
and 
Eisenhower 
learned what was happening 
to the balance of power. Then 
the era of summitry began. 
At *he beginning of this 
era 
Eisenhower 
made 
the 
statement for which, it may 
well be. ho will ho rem em ­ 
bered the longest. It was not 
sentimentality, 
idealism, 
or 
pacifism but the grim truth 
about 
the 
hvdrogen 
bomb 
which caused President Eisen­ 
hower to say that there is no 
longer 
any 
“alternative 
to 
peace ” 


MODERN WEAPONS have 
not 
merely 
magnified 
and 
multiplied 
the 
violence 
of 
war. They have revolution­ 
ized the nature of war by in­ 


troducing into it a new order 
of violence. 
Always until now, war and 
threat of war, whether aggres­ 
sive or defensive, were us­ 
able instrum ents for the na­ 
tional purpose. They were 
usable because wars could 
still he won or lost. 
In the pre-nuclear wars, the 
victorious power was an or­ 
ganized state which could im­ 
pose its will on the vanquish­ 
ed. 
The 
damage, 
though 
great, was not irreparable, as 
we know from the recovery 
after World W ar II of West 
Germany, Japan, and the So­ 
viet Union. 
But from a full nuclear 
war, which might well mean 
a hundred million dead, the 
devastation of the great ur­ 
ban centers, and the contami­ 
nation of the earth, the wa­ 
ter, and the air, there would 
be no such recovery. 
The damage done would 
be mutual, there would be no 
victor, and for all practical 
purposes the ruin would be 
irreparable. 


AMERICAN N I C L E A R 
power can reduce Soviet so­ 
ciety to smouldering ruins 
and leave the wretched sur­ 
vivors shocked, starving, and 
diseased. 
The Soviet Union can. it is 
coolly estimated, kill between 
30 and 70 million Americans. 
Such a war would not be 
followed by reconstruction. It 
would be fpllowed by a sav­ 
age struggle for existence as 
the survivors crawled out of 
their shelters, and the Ameri­ 
can republic would be replac­ 
ed by a stringent military 
dictatorship trying to keep 
some kind of order among 
the desperate survivors.

was caught and is now as 
tame as you please 
A jackrabbit bobbed up be­ 
fore the headlights, ran along 
the 
road 
and disappeared. 
Funny 
hills, 
we 
thought. 
Brown, splotches of green. 
A r m y installations. 
KQED 
radio station. San Francisco. 
Old hay barn, office with old 
desk of Sam Silva’s still sit­ 
ting there. We waited while 
some cows got out of the way. 
We went into the bunk­ 
house and met Bill, a Marin 
Citv fireman, who said, "The 
coffee pot is always on ” 
The bunkhouse has four 
bunkrooms, bunks of which 
visiting grandchildren some­ 
times fall out of, Rachel said. 
We met Cleo, the German 
Shepherd; Tong, the cat. 


RACHEL SAID she fixes 
fences sometimes and “we do 
our own de-horning here.” 
We asked if she takes part in 
that and she said, “ Sure, I 
wouldn’t 
miss it 
for 
any­ 
thing.” 
Rachel is a m em ber of the 
Tamalpais Trail Riders, hut 
w hen we asked Bill if he rides 
he answered, “No, I haven’t 
a horse here slow enough for 
me.” 
Though dark, we were in­ 
vited to see Pancho. the burro 
Rachel bought from a Peta­ 
luma “glue factory.” We went 
out by flashlight. Tong fol­ 
lowed. So did Cleo. 
Soon we were surrounded 
by animals. There was the 
once-wild blue goat. Sonny, 
the horse, sniffed us and an­ 
other horse. Rachel asked Bill 
to give Poncho a push so he 
would come out from behind 
the barn. “He won’t come,” 
said Bill. 


IT WAS DECIDED to walk 
around the barn and see him. 
We started walking, animals 
following all around us, and 
then Bill exclaimed, “There’s 
Poncho behind us.”

“Through the activities of 
our legislators and our state 
departments, California has 
made great forward strides 
during the past two and one- 
half years." 
“But our accomplishments 
do not and will not get fair 
treatm ent from the press and 
our critics. Your role, there­ 
fore, in this project is all- 
important since we will rely 
on community leaders such 
as you to provide forums for 
our speakers.” 


THE CURIOUS part of the 
letter is that Governor Brown, 
when asked by Capitol News 
Service if he had written it 
and signed it, said: 
“ I did not see the letter 
and it’s not my signature!” 
Asked if he felt the admin­ 
istration is not getting fair 
treatm ent from the press, the 
governor said: 
“I do not feel the story of 
this administration has been 


told to the public.” 


A telephone call to the San 
Francisco number listed by 
the Speakers Bureau elicited 
the information that the ad­ 
dress was the headouarters 
of the Democratic Co-Ordi­ 
nating Committee, which is 
operated by one Don Bradley, 
prominent in Democratic cir­ 
cles for some time. A similar 
call to Los Angeles headauar- 
ters elicited no information, 
exceot that the address was 
a 
Democratic 
organization 
and that it is operating a 
speakers bureau. 


IN SAN FRANCISCO, ad­ 
vice w^as given that a few' leg­ 
islators 
were 
available 
to 
take speaking engagements. 
The question, of course, is 
whether the public can ex­ 
pect anything from the Demo­ 
cratic organization’s speakers 
bureau other than the salve 
which usually is spread by 
politicians 
anxious to per­ 
petuate their office tenure. 
Or, as the old saying goes, 
whether the Democratic or­ 
ganization is attempting to 
make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear.

Construction Set 


To Start Early 


In December 


The long-awaited new sci­ 
ence 
building 
at 
Tamalpais 
High School, made possible by 
last spring's successful bond 
election in the Tam District, is 
ammoaching reality. 
Drawings have been com­ 
pleted. Construction is expect­ 
ed to begin the first part of 
December, as soon as the re­ 
quired lapse for state checking 
and legal bid period. 
The six-classroom, two-story 
building is estimated to cost 
S287.400, i n c l u d i n g fixed 
equipment, 
landscaping 
and 
fees, Supt. Chester G. Carlisle 
said. 
While having only one more 
laboratory classroom than the 
present science 
facilities 
in 
Kevser Hall, the new building 
will contain numerous features 
and much more floor space. 
Rooms will be much larger: 
30 by 60 feet for the physics 
and chemistry classes. 30 by 
45 feet for the four life science 
rooms. Physical science r ^ m s 
will be twice the size of the 
present ones; the life science 
rooms, half again the present 
size. 
The building Mill also have 
a common research center. It 
Mill house exhibits, a science 
library, and be available for 
small lecture groups or for 
showing films and television 
and f<^ other instructional ad­ 
juncts. 
Each classroom has a special 
project room for individual or 
small group work. 
E a c h is 
constructed so the teacher can 
control several operations sim­ 
ultaneously: he can lecture one 
group whiie other students are 
at the large lab tables, others

A two-story open court will 
be inside the building, a 14 by 
24 foot well with a balcony 
on the second floor. 
It gives 
the building an air and light 
effect, according to architects 
Carl F. Gromme and Ralph B. 
Priestley of San Rafael. 


The t w o - s t o r y reinforced 
concrete building is designed, 
Priestley said, to blend with 
both the old buildings with 
their overhangs and cornices, 
and the new ones below with 
their broad expanse of con­ 
crete. 


Located in the area of the 
old and condemned domestic 
arts building, once the resi­ 
dence of Principal E. E. Wood, 
the ncM structure will be di­ 
rectly across f r o m Ruby R- 
Scott auditorium. A common

Each fall the city population

ones 
money, contacts, talent, physi­ 
cal and mental stamina, and 
the desire for adventure and 
exploration. 
“But it is amazing how many 
young people arrive in New 
York bag and baggage and 
maybe with one vague little 
contact they’re going to follow 
up,” s a i d 
Eleanor 
Dickie, 
Youth Consultant for the Fed­ 
eration of Protestant Welfare 
Agencies, Inc. 
Forty-four residences affili­ 
ated with the federation house 
10,000 newcomers needing a 
place to live for anywhere 
from six months to two years 
while , they get their bearings 
in the city. 
The federation publishes a 
list of these residences includ­ 
ing cost of room and board, 
and also has compiled a folder 
on social and recreational op­ 
portunities for young adults. 
“The biggest problem for 
the newcomer is social adjust­ 
ment,” said Miss Dickie. “Find­ 
ing housing and a job are ad­ 
juncts of it. 
The men make 
the adjustment more easily be­ 
cause they naturally are the 
seekers. A girl has to go aw­ 
fully slow.” 


CHURCH PROGRAM 
She said that “almost every 
church in New York has some 
sort of social program to help 
young people meet others.” So 
do numerous organizations in­ 
cluding the YW and YMCA. 
And, 
there 
are 
specialized 
groups for those interested in 
art, music, and the theater, 
politics and sports. 
The federation and its resi­ 
dence staffs offer guidance be­ 
cause “the more we can do to 
help a person make the adjust­ 
ment, the more we can look 
for his or her contribution to 
the 
community,” 
said 
Miss 
Dickie. 
The youth consultant offered 
these suggestions to any young 
person planning to leave a 
smaller town for any metrop­ 
olis. Don’t, unless you have 
several good leads on jobs and 
a lot of contacts. 
Do check 


your own state employment 
agency on job opportunities, 
for each state exchanges this 
information with other states. 
Do have enough money in the 
bank for at least a month in 
the city, if you already are 
pretty sure of a job. 
If not, 


better bank for at least three 
months. 
She said you can get by on 


$40 a week in New York, if you 
live in one of the many resi 
dence clubs, and plan to spend 


only for housing, food, and 
transportation. 


LONG LISTS 
One warning — m o s t resi­ 
dences have long waiting lists, 
so you’ll have to start working 
on a room several months 
ahead of your move. 
Do you know the neighbor­ 
hood you settle in for safety’s 
sake? 
Do resolve to retain your in- 
are dividuality. 
“You 
do 
that,” 
are said Miss Dickie, “ by recogniz­ 
ing what you have that others 
don’t have, and using these 
abilities for all they’re worth.” 
Brace up for a competition 
you never knew in a small 
town—competition in jobs, in 
finding living quarters, even to 
getting on the subway. 
Move 
slowly 
in 
making 
friends, but expect your circle 
of acquaintances to widen as 
it might never at home. 
To parents whose son or 
daughter wants to further edu­ 
cation or seek a career in a big 
city. Miss Dickie suggested: 
“ Give the young adult all the 
encouragement you can. 
Let

THERE’S QUACKERY 


“ Americans have to go out 
of their way to avoid being 
well • nournished. Many false 
ideas are being circulated as 
cure-alls. Modem and ancient 
myths exist about such things 
as 
fish 
being 
‘brain 
food.’ 
There is quackery in the field 
of nutrition.” 
Some of the examples he 
cited are door to door selling, 
using a scare technique. These 
peddlers use lines such as, “ all 
disease is due to diet,” or “ soil 
depletion is causing mal-nutri- 
tion,” “ overprocessing of food 
is removing the vitamins,” and 
the old standby, “ if you have 
that tired feeling or aches and 
pains you’re suffering from 
s u b - c l i n i c a l vitamin de- 
ficiency.” 
Mr. 
McKinnon 
said 
these 
statements always contain a 
grain of truth— enough to get 
your money. The sad part is, 
he said, that often someone 
really ill will try these dietary 
“ cure-alls” rather than 
seek 
real medical help until it is too 
late. He said that the age of 
self-diagnosis” has been costly 
to human health. 


JU ST COSTLY 
What about the products be­ 
ing offered? Much of the time, 
McKinnon said, they are not 
harmful. “ Natural” foods from 
organic farming will not hurt 
you. nor will extra vitamins 
(with exceptions noted below) 
or minerals. But “they are cost­ 
ly and unnecessary unless your 
doctor prescribes them. 


A n o t h e r authority, Ruth 
Huenemann. associate profes­ 
sor of public health at the 
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University of California, says, 
"Food 
faddism 
may 
keep 
people from seeking medical 
help until too late. It also is a 
needless expense. It is our sup­ 
port that keeps the faddists 
going . . . ” 
She urged the consumer to 
stand bank and ask for scien­ 
tific 
fact 
when 
offered 
a 
health product. “ Who says it’s 
good? What is his evidence-” 
are questions you should ask. 
“ Train your children against 
accepting exaggerated claims 
and toward scientific fact,” she 
said. 


ALL FROM FOOD 


The point nutritionists make 
is that you should be able to 
get all the nourishment you 
need, 
excepting 
vitamin 
D, 
from your food. Infants and 
children need D given them, 
but adults normally do not, Dr. 
Huenemann explained. 
She said that aside from the 
expense, taking unneeded vita­ 
mins will not harm you with 
the execeptions of A and D. 
These can become toxic in ex­ 
cess. When giving drops to 
your child give the amount the 
label suggests— not more. Dr. 
Huenemann said that between 
400 
and 
1,000 
international 
units per day is right. Avoid 
more than i,000. Vitamin D 
milk has 400 units and should 
be considered in figuring totals 
per day, as should the cereals 
that contain D.

Survey Indicates 
Library Lack In 
U. S. Schools 
NEW YORK IUPD — T w o - 
thirds 
of 
t h e 
elementary 
schools in the United States 
are without centralized libra­ 
ries. 
All but 3.3 per cent of sec­ 
ondary schools have centralized 
libraries — 
but 
many 
are 
p o o r l y 
staffed, 
h o u s e d , 
equipped and financed. 
The deficient state of many 
of the nation’s school libraries 
was found in a statistical study 
of school libraries conducted 
by the Library Services Branch 
of the 
Office 
of Education, 
U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
The study collected informa­ 
tion on public school libraries 
and librarians in school dis­ 
tricts with enrollments of 150 
or more. 
Conducted in 1958-59, it is 
the most comprehensive re­ 
port of its type available. 


HUGE GAPS 
Findings, 
contrasted 
with 
some of the quantitative stand­ 
ards 
recommended 
by 
the 
American Library Assn., point 
to huge gaps in the state of 
many school libraries. 
The study showed 5.3 books 
per pupil in school libraries. 
Recommended: 10 per pupil. 
An average library expendi­ 
ture per pupil was $1.60. Rec­ 
ommended: $4 to $6. 
The standards recommend­ 
ed. one qualified librarian for 
each 300 students and another 
librarian for each additional 
400 students. 
The study, found that pub­ 
lic school libraries in the Unit­ 
ed Stat3s were staffed by 17 
per cent of the professional 
personnel essential for good 
school library service. 
MORE THAN SHELF 
The U.S. Office of Education 
estimated that 38 million pu­ 
pils will be in public schools, 
and more than 6 million non­ 
public schools in 1961-62 — for 
whom 
more 
than 
146 000 
school librarians will be need­ 
ed if standards are to be met. 
A library is more than a 
shelf of books in a classroom. 
The Library Assn. defind one 
this way: 
“ It is a centrally organized 
collection, readily accessible, 
of many kinds of materials 
that, used together, enrich and 
support the educational pro­ 
gram.
